And this Righteouſueſs of Chriſt 
is juſtly called the Righteouſneſs of 
God, both becauſe it is a Righteouſ- 
neſs of God's ordainingand providing, 
or deviſing, as her word Is, ſpeaking 
of this very thing, 2 Sam. Xxiv. 14. 
and alſo becauſe Chriſt, whoſe it is 
primitively and originally, is by Na- 
ture God over all bed for ever.

Chriſt doth rey 64 his 
Kingly Office in Righteouſneſs ; he 
gives Righteous Laws and Ordinances, 
and Executes Righteous Judgments, 
and Adminiſters all the Affairs of 
the World, and of his Church moſt 
Righteouſly, Ja. xxxii. 1. He is 
King that reigns in righteonſneſs ; Pſal, 
cxlv.

The Judgments which he 
executeth on his Enemies, and for his 
People, are Holy and Juſt, and he is 
True and Righteous in executing of 
them, But this Righteouſneſs of 
Chriſt in his Adminiſtring his Pro.

For Satisfaction, to ſpeak properly, 
is made to the Juſtice of God, and the 
Demands thereof, by Vertue of the 
Moral Law, and not meerly to the 
Juſt and Righteous Will of God the 
Law-giver. Satisfaction ig a repairing 
and making amends for Wrong done 
and not barely a pleaſing of the Will 
and Mind. of him to whom Satisfac- 
tion is made, and thence Satisfaction 
is the Fruit and Effect of Puniſhment. 
But Chriſt's dwelling in our Nature' 
is no part of the Puniſhment of Sin, 
for then the Divine Nature only is 
puniſhed, and not the Hamane at 
all, nor the Perſon. Nor Laſtly, is it 
a part of his Obedience to the Precept of 
the Moral Law : For the Law took not 
hold upon him, he was not under it 
before his Incarnation, and therefore 
conld not be bound by it to become 
Incarnate.

This matter, You read of the Gift of 
Righteouſmeſs, Rom. v. 17. and of ths 
Ampat ation of Righteouſneſs, Rom. iv. 

With reſpect to ws it is 
whelly, free and aracious 3 for thaſe to 
whom it is given and imputed do 
no more deſerve it than thoſe who 
never ſhall be intereſted in it: Tho 
with reſpect ta Chriſt it is juſt and 
Equal that it ſhould be imputed to 
us; in as much as he did bring it 
in for vs, and that under an Expec. 
tation and Aſſurance built upon God 
the Father's Covenant with him, that 
it ſhould be accepted, and of a vail 
for us, and given and reckoned to 
us. By being imputed, I mean that it 
is looked on by God as belonging to 
us, in order to our being judicialy 
dealt withal according to the Merit 
thereaf. This is the Notion of Im- 
putation ia the general, be the thing 
imputed good or evil, be it originally 
our own or another's.

appears that it is rhis Righteouſneſs of 
Chriſt it ſelf, which is imputed, and 
not only that the Efe&s or Benefits of 
it which are procured hy it are com- 
municated to us; for this is in truth 
no Imputation.

*tis no wonder, if depreciating and 
crying down 'a Man's own Righte- 


ouſneſs ' be reſented as Blaſphemy 


by a proud Cardinal, an havghty

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Jeſuit and blind papiſt. But the Light Js | 


and Pregnancy of the - Apoſtles. Ex- 


preſſions are ſo ſtrong and clear, that 
it is ſomewhat ſurprizing, that any 


pretending to be a Proteſtant & ſhould 
lick up that Popiſh Self, juſticiaries 


vomit. But vain Man would be wiſe, 
though he be born like the wild Aſſes 
Colt. There is in us an obſtinate ad- 


herence to our own Righteouſneſs, and 
a deſperate lothneſs to forgo it, and 


be beaten off utterly from it. And 


thence, if we ſee we cahnot have any 
thing of our own before Converſion 
to bring us into a juſtified State, yet 
we ſtruggle as for Life, that ſomewhat 
of our own, ſomething done by us, 
or inhering in us, may ſome way or 
other be our Juſtifying Righteouſneſs,

teous, as he is their Surety, I mean 
it not in a way of Similiende only, bit

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in a way of Equality. I am well a 
ware that this is looked on as a mon- 
ſtrous abfurdity and horrid impoſſi - 
bility by Papiſt and others, Who 
contend againſt the Imputation of the 
Righteouſneſs of Chriſt unto us at 
all: And no wonder, for Chriſt and 
his Righteouſneſs are aſambling ſtont 
and a rock of offence to many in Ifrael; 
it was ſo'of old, Nom. ix. 32, 33. and 
it will be ſo as long as that word, 1 
Pet. ii. 8. ſtands firm, that there are 
any in the World who are appointed 
to ſtumble at that ſtumbling ſtone. But 
we muſt not forgo a \ Truth ſo cer- 
tain, ſo clear, ſo comfortable, tho? 
all the Unbelievers in the World 
ſtumble and —_—_— That 1 
may, if poſſible, prevent the offence, 
| defire you would obſerve that I do 
not make compariſon between the 
Righteouſneſs of Chriſt, and the 
Righteouſneſs of Believers by their 
being ſauctied, and their Holy walk- 
ing. In this regard there is only a 
ſimilitude : To dream of an Equality, 
would be prodigious Ignorance and 
blaſphemons Madneſs. Nor is the 
compariſon _— theRighteouſi _ 
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of Believers by ' Imputation, and their 
Righteouſneſs in point-of SanTification. 


Theſe are nat the things compared to- 


gether. Fo make theſe equal would 
be. fooliſh in it ſelf, and uncomfortable 


for Believers: For alas the Righte- 
auſneſs of the Holieſt Believer, if we 
ſpeak of, his Sanctification and Holy 
walking, is far from being perfect. But 
the compariſon is between the eſſeq 
of this Righteouſneſs of Chriſt upon 
Him 2s their Surety, and the effect of 
the ſame Righteouſneſs of Chriſt upon 
Believers, as it is made theirs by the 
Giſt and Imputation of God. And more- 
over what other or further effect it 
may have upon Chriſt 1 now conſider 
not, but limit the compariſon on that 
fide to the effect it hath upon him as 
their Surety in making him Righteous, 
And thus underſtood, it is a clear 
and certain Truth that Believers by 
the Imputation of it to them are as 
Righteous as Chriſt is Righteous as 
their Surety.

And as they are in their Nature apt

2. Of late Some (chiefly Socinians 
and Semi-ſocinians, Who reject the In- 
put ation of Chriſt's Righteouſneſs, al. 
low ing only the benefits or effects of it 
to be upon us, and communicated to 
vs, but not the Righteouſneſs it ſelf) 
find much fault with that word Aru. 
ment in this matter, and contend 
eagerly that the reſpect which Faith 
hath to the Righteouſneſs of Chriſt 


being on us, and to our Juſtification, . 


muſt be expreſſed by the word Condi: 
tion. But this is not a Scriptural 
Word, and therefore we are at lis 
( : * rt} 
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berty to receive or to refuſe it, as it 
agrees or diſagrees with what the 
Scripture ſpeaks in this 'buſineſs, 
And the truth is, that word Condition 
is ambiguous and of an yacertain 
found and fignification, and therefore 
there is danger in nfing it, for there 
may be deadly Peyſon under it; Be- 
cauſe there are many forts of Condi. 
tions. Some are valuable Conſiderati- 
ens, yea, ſome are the Price and pro- 
curing Cauſes of that hereof they are 
the Conditions. Grevinchoꝛvius the 
Arminian will have Faith to be ſach 
a Condition, as that the forefight 
thereof moves the Will of God as a 
Jadge to give us the Reward of Life. 

Another among our ſelves aſſerts, 
that all the benefits of the Covenant 


of Grace (among which ſurely Juſti- 


fication, Adoption, the Righteonſ- 
neſs of Chrift being upon us, and our 
being united to him, are none of the 
leaſt) are Rewards given, not indeed 
ſor our believing, ſaith he, not by 
way of Aerit, not of Debt, yet in 
way of Reward. Another, who ſpeaks 
clearly and lefs covertly, faith ex- 
preſly, that God juſtifies and ſaves 
H 3 none 


none but for their believing: And 
Another who ſearched and ſaw. as 
far as either, of them , and ſpeaks 
our, faith plainly, that we are Par- 
don'd, Juſtified and Adopted to E- 
ternal Life as a Reward to Believers 
for their Faich and Obedience : And 
withal tells us in the ſame Book, that 


Reward and Merit are Relatives, ſo as 


that wherever there is Reward following, 
there Merit went before, and that there 
is no Reward, but it is a Reward of Mer- 
it. Tis true indeed, he will have 
the Merit of our Repenting and Be. 
Iieving, but a ſubordinate Merit, and 
Chriſt's the principal. But what is 
this better than the Old Popiſh Notion, 
that Chriſt Merited that we might 
Merit, and we Merit in the vertue of 
his Blood, and by God's Grace ? And 
indeed he expreſly owns this Tenet 
of theirs. But ſurely this is another 
Goſpel, that we are pardoned, juſtify- 
ed, adopted, and veſted jn the Pri. 
vileges of the New Covenant State 
as a Reward of, or for our believing, 
Tepenting, or new obedience; and a 
Doctrine groſſer than many Learned 
Papiſts hold, as great Merit mongers 
s : i 
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ever truly believe. For Faith re- 
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as they are; For they inſiſt upon it 
as one condition requiſite unto Merit, 
that the Perſon Meritiag the Reward: 
muſt firſt be in a State of Grace: and 
Favour with God; and therefore 
Juſtification and Adoption cannot be 
Merited by us, nor are conferred up- 
on us as a reward of any thing that 
we do. Yea, methinks it is a very 
pernicious and Soul-deſtroying Error, 
if there be or ever have been any 
ſuch in the World. For if a Man's 
Heart be influenced by it, and mould- 
ed according to it, in all. his treating 
with God and application to him for 
pardon of Sin, and Juſtification and 
Adoption, he is wholly led aſide 
quite off from the way of the Goſpel; 
and it is utterly impoſſible he ſhould 


ceives and looks for Union to Chriſt, 
intereſt in this Righteouſneſs of his, 
Pardon of Sin, Juſtification and A- 
doption, not as a Reward for Or of any 
thing that we do, but meerly of Free 
Grace, and wholly for the ſake of 
Chriſt and his Righteouſneſs. I con-. 
clude therefore that tho' this Ward 
Condition may be uſed, and is ſo by 

ſome, 
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ſome; in à Tound fenſe, and with 2 
; good meaning, concerning Faith, and 
its reference to the Righteouſneſs of 
Chriſt being upon us; yet it is nei- 
ther convenient nor ſafe. For it 
may occafion an unhappy ſtumbling, 
and a Soul-ruining miſtake. And 
therefore I cannot but joyn with 
that* great Divine, who wiſheth 
it were laid afide, and wholly diſuſed, 
becauſe there is danger in it: or at 
leaſt, (if men be fond of the 
word) that it were both more 
foundly meant and better explained 
than it is by our preſent Contenders 
for it. | 0 Fad 
3. The generality of all thoſe that 
own the Righteouſneſs of Chriſt being 
upon us, as that wherein we ſtand juſ- 
tified, have ufed to expreſs the influ- 
ence of Faith thereunto by that 
word inframent. So the Weftminſter 
Aſſembly do, both in their Gufeſſiox 
and in their Catechiſm. Nor have I 
ſeen any thing alleged againſt ex- 
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preſſing it by that word, which a- 
mounts to any more but that the 
word is not ſtrictly and preciſely pro- 
per in the ſame ſence wherein it is 
uſed in other caſes 3 which for my 
part I will eaſily grant. But what

tion and Conception of what the 
Scripture declares to be the reference 
of Faith unto our Juſtification. The 
Scripture ſaith it is by and the“ and 
of Faith, yea, it ſaith that God juſtifies 
us by Faith and thre Faith. 1 know 
no word that doth ſo well expreſs the 
work and uſe of Faith in this matter 
which the Holy Ghoſt ſets forth by:

An 
expreſſion that ſpeaks both our having 
it, or being poſſeſſed of it, and the 
Means or way on our part, wherein it 
is effected or brought about, wiz. that 
it is by and in ſuch a like acting of 
our Hearts towards Chriſt and his 
Righteouſneſs, as anſwers the work 


of the Hand in taking and receiving 


a corporeal thing offer'd to us, and 
by our taking it made ours, For my 
party as on the one hand I would not 


needleſly tenacious of a word 


where we can as well retain and ex.

the other hand, I cannot but obſerve, 
that all thoſe (even to a Man, not 
one as far as I remember to be except- 
ed) who quarrel with that word .

Secondly, This Poſſeſſion, or having | 
this Righteouſneſs of Chriſt, the refer- 
ence of Faith whereunto I am ſpeak.

Juſtiſication of Life, and that as the 
next and immediate effect of this Righte- 
ouſneſs being thus upon us. It is having

Faith hath to any of the effects of 
this Righteouſneſs being wrought on 
us, but what reference it hath unto 
the being on us of this Righteouſneſs 
it ſelf, and that by the free gift and 
valid imputation of God unto Juſtifi- 
cation of Life. | 
Having premiſed theſe two things, 
I ſhall deliver my ſelf touching this 
matter in Six Propoſitions. | 
Propoſ. 1. There is a reference or reſpełt 
of Connexion betwern Faith and this 


| Righteouſneſs being upon us unto Juſtiſi- 


cation of Life. And this connection 
is 1aviolable, and holds in all perſons. 
(I ſpeak of ſuch as are adult, for 
how it is upon infants I now conſider 
not.) Inſomuch as it is a certain 


Truth, that whoſoever believeth not, 
this Righteouſneſs is not upon him; 


and whoſoever hath it upon him is a 
Believer. Having believed, and hav- 
ing this Righteouſneſs, are ſo inſepa- 
rably connected and linked together, 
that wherever there is one, the other 
alſo is; and if there be not both 
there is neither. If thou haſt not 
believed with the Faith of God's E- 
lect, thy own Conſcience ought to 
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Paſs this Judgment on thee (for God 


in his Word doth it) that thou haſt 
not this Righteouſneſs upon thee. And 


on the other hand, if thou haſt indeed 


believed with this Faith of the opera. 


tion of God, and thy Conſcience 
know it, thou mayſt then conclude 
aſſuredly, that whatever thy Sins 
have been, or whatever thy defect 
and corruptions now be; yet this 
Righteouſnefs of God is upon thee, 
thou haſt it, and thou doſt ſtand in 
it. 

Propoſ. 2. There is a reference of 
Order between a man's believing, and 
this Righteouſneſs being thus upon him. 
I do not ſpeak of an order of Time, 
but an order only of Natare and Cu- 
fecution of the one upon the other. 
And ſuch an order there is among the 
Bleſſings and Benefits of the Cove- 
nant: For it is ordered in all things, 2 
Sam. 23. 5- all the concernments and 
bleſſings and benefits of it are wiſely 
and graciouſly diſpoſed and ranked by 
God. You may ſee it in other In- 
ſtances. We are not firſt made-Chil- 
dren and then pardon'd; but firſt 


pardoned and then Adopted to be 


Children 
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e Children. We are not firſt ſanctiſidd 
and then joſtified, but firſt juſtified, ® 
" and then being juſtified we are ſanQi- 
' fied. Not that there is any ſpace of 
Time between them, no they are as 
je 0 Time done together and at once; 
c but yet there is an order of dependance 
and Cauſality. Our being ſanctified 


is the Effect, not the Cauſe of our 


a being juſtified, and our being juſtified 
in fe Cauſe, not the Effect of our be- 


ing ſanctified. In ljke manner it is 
between our believing and this Righ-

to be in Faith towards our having this 
Righteouſneſs, or its being pon us. 
I hope you will not ſtumble at the 
word Cauſality. All that call Faith 
an Inſtrument do ſpeak as much as 


mean, for inſtrumenta etiam in cauſis 


adjuvantibus connumerantur, Inſtru. 
ments are a ſort of Cauſes. Thoſe 
who are very tender in this Point and 
greatly averſe and watchful againſt 
aſcribing too much in our Juſtification 
unto any thing in us or done by ns, 


| yet do concerning the hand of Faith 
herein freely uſe thoſe words Cauſality, 
Efficiency, and inſtrumental Cauſe. See 


Dr. Owen of Juſtification, pag. 148, 
149, 150, 151, 152, 153. Mr, 
Durham on Rev. digreſ. 11. And in. 
deed it is the common language of all 
Proteſtants who own the imputation 


of the righteouſneſs of Chriſt unto 
us. I ſhall indeayour to clear it

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further in the following Propoſi- 
tions. 

Propoſ. 270 7 27 of Faith unte

But God ha- 
iſt ving in Wiſdom and Grace made this 
on Il inviolable. . Canſtitytion,-_ that this 
is, Righteouſneſs ſhall be upon every one 
ith that believes, it doth actually take 
place upon particular perſons at their 
believiag, and ſo. this Righteouſneſs is 
upon them theo Faith. He that 
removes out of the ſhade into the 
ſhine of the Sun, hereby comes to 
have the Sun-beams fall upon him: 
But that removal of his hath na in- 
fluence upon the Sun, nor doth any 
thing ta draw down the beams of it 
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upon him. So our believing hath no 
- Influence upon the Righteouſneſs of 
Chriſt, it hath an influence only unto 
its being upon us. Tho? our unbe- 
lief makes us unworthy of it, or of 
any the leaſt mercy, yet our believing 
is as far from making us worthy to 
have'this Righteonſneſs of Chriſt upon 
us, as our defective and defiled Obe. 
dience is from making us worthy of 
Eternal Glory. 

Propoſ. 5. The next and immediate 
influence of Faith in this matter is, that 
by it, according to the conſtitution of God, 
our Myſtical vital Union with Chriſt is 
accompliſhed. Such an Union there is 
detween Chriſt and believers. They 
are ingrafted into him, Joh 15. 4, 5: 
Rom. 11. 17, 23, 24. Betrothed and 
married unto him, Hoſ. 2. 20. Rom. 
J. 4. They do dwell in Chriſt, and 
Have Chriſt dwelling ia them, Joh. 6, 
$56, This Union is brought about, 
«effected and accompliſhed by our Be 
Heving ; and therefore we are ſaid to 
believe inte Chriſt, d: xeisdv, Gal. 2.16. 
and Faith is called a Coming to bim, 4 
Phraſe which implyes and holds forth.

Unbelief we are at a diſtance from 
Chriſt, and that Chriſt is the Object 

of Faith ; but alſo that by believing, 
Chriſt and the Believer are brought 
together, if I may ſo expreſs it. As 
Believers dwell in Chrift and Chriſt 
in them, ſo this is by their eating his 
fleſh and drinking his blood, or eating 
bim, Joh. 6. 47. with ver. 54, 56. In 
eating and drinking, the Food and 
the drink are incorporated and made 
one with the Body. By eating and 
drinking Chriſt's *Fleſh and Blood, 
he there means Believing on him, The 
Metaphor is taken from their eating 
the Manna, and drinking of the Rock 
in the Wilderneſs ; or from their eat- 
ing and drinking of their Sacrifices, 
as you know they were by a poſitive 
Ordinance to do of ſome of them. 
Chriſt indeed firft lays hold on us and 
joyns himſelf to us, and we being laid 
hold on and drawn by him, do cloſe 
with him, and ſo come to co-aleſce in- 
to one myſtical Perſon with Chriſt. 
This our vital Union with him is in- 
deed begun on his part, in his laying 
hold on us in a preventing way, but it 
is compleated and accompliſhed, and

becomes mutual by our Believing. Now 
being thus made one with Chriſt, his 
Righteouſneſs comes to be upon us 
unto the Juſtification of Life, by the 
Ordinance, Conſtitution and Donati- 
on of God It is as we are thus in him, 
and made Members of him, that his 


born Beggar and Criminal comes to 
have the Honour of a Princeſs upon 
her, by being Married and becoming 
one Fleſh with an high- born Prince. 


ouſneſs of Chriſt hath ſome operation on 
t as well as for us antecedently to our 
Believing, It hath an operation 
for us. For it did make Atonement, 
procure our Peace and accompliſh our 
Reconcilation unto God: Theſe 
things were done and finiſhed, they 
were perfe&ed by Chriſt in his bring- 
ing in this Righteauſneſs. It hath alſo 
an operation upon us before our belie- 
ving. To fay nothing of God's for- 
bearing us, and ſhowing forth all long 

ring toward us during all the days 
of our vanity and madneſs of heart, 
nor of any other excellent Mercies 
given to us then, which when Grace 


comes 


Righteouſneſs is upon us. As a baſe. 


Propoſ. 6. Nevertheleſs this Righte- 
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comes to be grafted on them become 
yery ſerviceable for the furtherance 
of our Salvation; becauſe it is not 
altogether ſo clear that theſe things 
which are not of a ſaving Nature, 
and which are injoined by us while 
we are not under the bond of the Co- 
venant, nor living Members of Chriſt, 
are procured for us by his Righteouſ- 
neſs: This is certain and plain, that 
the Spirit and Faith it ſelf are procu- 
red for us by, and giyen to us for this 
Righteouſneſs, which is unto juſtifica- 
tion upon us thro* Faith, Phil. 1. 
29, 2 Pet. 1. 1. Faith is purchaſed 
for us by it, and our Juſtification is 
purchaſed by it, and both of them ab- 
ſolutely obtained. And it may alſo 
be ſaid, that becauſe Juſtification is 
abſolutely procured by this Righteouſe 
neſs, therefore alſo Faith, being pro- 
cured for us by the ſame Righteouſneſs, 
is for the ſake of it given to us; that 
22 way ordained of God for 
our being juſtified, and it being a 
Mercy peculiar to the Elect, and a 
Mercy that hath Salvation accompa- 
nying it,- and a leading part of the 
Application of Chriſt.

may be one thing that hath occaſioned 
Some to ſay That our Juſtification is 
rather the condition of our having 
Faith given us, than our Faith the 
condition of our Juſtification. I con. 
ceive they mean, that if Juſtification 
had not been abſolutely procured and 
obtained for the Elect Faith would 
never have been either given them or 
obtained for them. However, moſt 
certain and undeniable it is that this 
Righteouſneſs operates on us antecedently 
wito our believing, becauſe that pre- 
venting Grace and work of the Spi- 
rit, whereby Faith is wrought in us, 
are the effects of this Righteouſneſs, 
as being procured by it. 
From what hath been ſaid, Two 
Things follow, which 1 will briefly 
note, for the further clearing up this 
whole Matter, and then paſs on to 
the laſt Enquiry propoſed. 


1. Our being Tuſtified is not the next 


or immediate effet# or conſequence of our 
Belizving, but of Chriſt's . Righteouſneſs 
being upon us. For between our belie- 
ving, and our being juſtified, there 
comes in our co-aleſcing into- one 
Myſtical Perſon with Chriſt * — 
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Vital Union, and our having his 


Righteouſneſs upon vs unto the juſti- 
fication of Life: Which latter is the 
next fruit and conſequent of that our 
union to him, or being in him. His 
Righteouſneſs is upon us as we are 
Members of him, and do ſtand in him: 
And this our union to him is brought 
about and accompliſhed, upon and 
by our Believing. Union to Chriſt goes 
before Communion with bim. Union is 
the immediate conſequent of Faith, 
Our having this Righteanſneſs upon 
us is one of the firſt things ia our 


Communion with Chriſt. We are 


firſt in Chriſt, and ſo have him made 
righteouſneſs to us, 1. Cor. 1. 30. 

2. Our Faith hath no hand in working 
out this righteouſneſs for us, nor is it any 
part thereof. The Righteouſneſs of 
Chriſt is a garment, a robe wherewith 
Believers are cloathed, P/al. 48. 13, 
14. Iſa. 61. 10. Rev. 19. 8. But 
our Faith neither is a part of it, nor 
ever took ſtitch in it. The Apoſtle 
here in the Text doth not ſay this 
Righteouſneſs of God 55 by or thro' 
Faith, or on it conſiſts either in 


whole, or in part, in Faith, but that 
1 
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n upon us thro* faith. Wherein 
he plainly diſtinguiſheth between this 
Righteouſneſs and our believing, and 
tells us it is the former, namely, 
this Righteouſneſs of God which is 
upon ns unto juſtification of life, 
whereas the latter, namely Falth, is 
within us, not upon us. 
Queſt. 6 Hom comes this about, and 
whence is it, that this righteouſneſs is 
through faith unto and upon all that be- 
lieve ? | 

Anſwer. This Enquiry leads me to 
lay open before you ſomething of the 
deep Counſels of the Wiſdom and Grace of 
God, in the Plot of our Salvation. | 
ſhall content my ſelf only to point a 
little at the Heads of Things, telling 
you the Story of it from its firſt and 
higheſt Original, in theſe Seven Steps. 
1. God the Father from Eternity begat 
his Son, the ſecond Perſon in the Trinity, 
and loving him with an infinite Love de. 
ſigned a ſpecial Revenue of Glory, and 
Honour, and Praiſe, unto him, as from 
all his Creatures in their kind and way, ſe 
more eminently from and in a certain 
number of Mankind : Even thoſe whom 
he choſe in him before the RN 
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the World, that they be be 1% 41 
without blame before him in love, having 
predeſtinated them unto the Adoption of 
Children by Jeſus Chriſt to himſelſ, ac-

an eſtate, as that they needed not Chriſt's il * 
fo interpoſing between God and them, nor 
indeed were they capable of it, being 
conſtituted under another Head, and 
under another Cwvenant, which had 
nothing in it of Chriſt and his Righ- 
teouſneſs, either to be brought in for 
them, or to be apply'd to them. And 
indeed it became God to put his rati- 
onal Creature perfect out of his hand, 
\Eccleſ..7- . Gen. 1. 27. 31. It was 
ſuitable to his Wiſdom, Holineſs, 
and Goodneſs, that if he made a ra- 
tional Creature he ſhould be made ſin. 
leſs and holy, and in a ſtate of friend- 
ſhip with God. For elſe Sin would 
have been God's work (which is im- 
po le) and the breach have begun 
God's part, which would not — 
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been meet, for then man's deſtruction 
would not have been of himſelf, nor 
could God have beheld the works of 
his hands, and have pronounced con- 
cerning them all that they were very 


good, nor could he have reſted and re- 


joyced in them. 

4 All Mankind, even the Elect who 
were given to Chriſt, as they were at firſt 
conſtituted under Adam, ſo they as well 
as others fell in him, and were plunged 
into Ruin and Deathy being involved in 
the guilt of his diſobedience. In him 
they ſinned, and in him they dyed, 
tho* the Son of God had undertaken 
for them, and ſtood charged with 
them from Eternity. For his under- 
taking for them was not to keep them 
from falling into a ſtate of Sin and 
Death, but when fallen into it, to 
bring them out of that Eſtate unto 
Eternal Life. Neither was his being 
charged with them to operate upon 
them till the time appointed for it; 
which was not till they ſhould be 
plunged into Guilt and Death, ſo as 
neither they themſelves, nor any mere 
Creature could recover them out of 
that Eſtate, and raiſe them up unto

Al, I ſay, that in 
this ruined, periſhing condition they 
need to bring them to that height of 
Happineſs to which they were fore- or- 
dained in the great Love of God to 
them, and unto Chriſt his Son. 80 
that as Chriſt ſpeaks of the blindneſs 
of him who was blind from the Womb, 
Joh. 9. 3- That it was that the works 
of God might be made manifeſt in him; 
we may ſay of this fall of the Elect, 
it wasin the Counſel of God deſigned 
to this. End, that the depths of the 
Riches of the Knowledge, and Wiſ⸗ 
dom, and Grace, and Power of God 
might be made manifeſt in them: 
And as Chriſt ſpeaks of Lazarus his 
lickneſs and dying, Joh. 11. 4. That 
it was not unto Death, meaning it was 


not that he ſhould abide in a ſtate of 


Death; 
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Death; ſo muſt we ſay of this falling 
of the Elect into a State of Spiritual 
Death in Sin and Treſpaſſes; it is not 


unto Death for ever, but for the Glory 


of God, that the Son of God might be 
glorified in recovering them. = 

5. In order unto the Recovery and Sal- 
vation of the Elect by Chriſt, and his be 
ing glorified therein, God bath in infinite 
w/dom ordained a double Union be- 
tween Chriſt and them, or two ways of 
their being in him. The one, that 
Chriſt may ſtand before God, and 
tranſact for them with God in Redem- 
ption às a publick Perſon : The other, 
that he may be all to them from Gon 
whereia what he hath obtained anc 
received for them comes to be wnto 
them, upon them, and in them, in the 
Application of that Redemption, The 
one of theſe Unions between Chriſt 
and us I may call an Union in Law, the 
other a Vital Union. 1. confeſs the 
terms are not ſo appoſite as I could 
wiſh, But I know not any better, and 
in that penury of words under which 
we labour, we muſt ſometimes take 
up with terms which are not altoge- 
ther to our Minds. f call-the one an 
5 K 3 Union 
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Union in Law, becauſe by it Chriſt 
and the Elect are after a ſort made 
one. Perſon in Law, and he bears a re.' 
lation to them ſo as that they are ſaid 

to be in him in his reviving, rifing 
from the dead, and ſitting in Heavenly 
places, Eph. 2. 5, 6. and that Grace, 
which we in our own perſons are in 
time made partakers of, is ſaid to 
have been given us in him before the 
World began, 2 Tim. 1. 9. The o- 
ther 1 call a ita! Union, becauſe there 
is in it a mutual Living acting on each 
other between Chriſt and us. Chriſt 
apprehends or lays hold on us, Phil 

3. 12. He draws us, Job. 12. 32. 
and we being drawn do come to him,

and cloſe in with him. Both theſe 
Unions are Myſtical, that is Spiritual, 
Sacred and Sublime, both of then 
are of Grace, free and mere Grace, 
$1 therefore Supernatural, and there 
fore of Suprrereation Grace, Both of 
them are. far the Honour of Chriſt 
the Son of God, and both of them 
make for inſuriag of Life unto all the 
Seed, unto all that are given wo Chrift 
unto all the Elan of God: For theſe

Yet between theſe: U- 
nions there is a manifold and manifeſt 


difference. The one was from everlaſt- 


ing, 2 Tim. 1. 9. the other in Time, 
Rom. 7. 4+ The one is of all the Eleft 
at once and together; the other is not 
ſo, but brought about in the feveral 
ſeaſons determined on between the Fa. 
and the Son, namely, when the day 
of their Power, and the time of their 
Love dawns _ this and that parti» 
cular Perſon for fome are in Chrift 
before others with that Vital Union, 
Rom. 16. 7, The one is completed 
and per fected in the Tranſaction between 
God and Chriſt concerning us, without 
any thing done on us, or in us; or 
us; which cannot be ſaid of the other, 
for in it, and indeed in order to the 
effecting it, Chriſt lays hold on us. 
Moreover, the one, F mean thatwhich 
I call Vital Ortion is reciprocal or m. 
tzal, in it not only we are in Chriſt, 
but he is alſo in us, Joh. 14. 20. aud 
15 4 and 17. 23. Cleft, 2. 7. In this 
Union there is a mutual in-being be- 
tween Chriſt and Believers. But that 
other Union, which 1 called Union in 
Law, is not in like manger — 
\ or 
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for tho? we are ſaid to be i» Chriſt be- 
cauſe of that publick capacity and 
common relation to us all that he 
ſtands in, yet till the Vital Union be- 
tween Chriſt and us is effected, it 
cannot be ſaid that he is in us. And 
laſtly theſe two Unions ſtands affected 
one to another as Cauſe and Eft. 
The former, namely that which | 
call Union in Lam between Chriſt and 
us is the cauſe of the latter, namely 
of our being brought into that Vita 
Vnion to him. And hence the former 
is the Rule and meaſure of the latter, 
the latter is ext ended to all thoſe, and 
to thoſe only who are compriſed 
within the ſormer, and it is in the 
vertue and cauſal efficacy of. the for- 
mer that the latter is brought about 
and accompliſhed. | | 
1:16. Of this latter, viz. Vital Union 
between Chriſt and us, Faith is the means 
on our fide. Hence appears further 
reaſon why it may well be called a 
Vital Union : Both becauſe in its 
effecting there is a vital Touch, as! 
may ſay, between Chriſt and us, and 


a claſping each on other; and alſo. 


becauſe by, and in this Union unto

- Ml Chriſt, we are brought immediately 
into a ſtate of Spiritual Life, firſt Res 
lative in Juſtification and Adoption, 
and then and thereupon qualitative or 
transformative in Sanctification and 
Comfort, which are Glory begun, and 
ſhall be perfected hereafter. Hence 
it is that ſome Divines (and thoſe no 
mean ones for Spiritual Light and' 
judgment,) make Faith to be aus 
medii ut ſimus in vivis, rather than 
aſtus vita qua in vivis jam conſtituti 
vivimus, the means and way of our 
being made Spiritually alive, rather 
than our acting Life as being already 
brought into a ſtate of Life. As the 
Bodies cloſing with, and claſping hold 
on the Soul by the animal Spirits, 
which are corporeal things, is rather 
the means of Natural Life, than an 
Ad of Life it ſelf. And the Notion 
ns ſeems to becountenanced by the Scrip- 
er ture, which makes believing one 
a thing, and Life another, and Faith 
ts the means of Life. See Foh. 5. 40. 
and 6. 53, 54, 57. and 20. 31. and. 
nd Rom. 1. 17. However this is plain 
fo and certain that he who hath the Son hath 
to Le, and be that bath not the Son, hath 


not 
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not Life, 1 John 5. 12: and that we 
in our believing do receive Chriſt, 
John 1. 12. Faith being our cloſing 
with him in that conjugal Covenant, 
and Relation in which we are and 
ſtand vitally united to him. 

7. It being the proper uſe of Faith to 
be the means of Uniting us thus unto 
Chrift, and its proper Nature to reſt upon 
Chrift for all, and to receive all from 
Chriſt, the Crown of all is hereby ſet 
upon the head of Chriſt, and to flou- 
riſh there for ever. And thus you ſee 
how the grand original deſign of God 
to bring in a Revenue of fingular 
Honour, Praiſe, and Glory unto his 
Son Chriſt, is in this way brought a- 
bout, accompliſhed and fulfilled. For, 
this Righteouſneſs of Chriſt being 
2 us thro' Faith, it gloriſies 
Chriſt in that he is made all unto us, 
in our Acceptance with God as Righ- 
teous to Eternal Life. And indeed 


Faith is ſuch a Grace, as that there 


is in its Nature a ſingular aptitude 
and fitneſs to give Glory unto Chriſt. 
This will be made apparent by con- 
lidering theſe two things. 


1. Faith 
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I. Faith is a going out of our ſelves 
anto —_ for A It is a going out 
of our ſelves as indigent, miſerable, 
and periſhing. And to whom do we 
in believing go, but unto Chriſt ? 
Faith therefore gives him the Glory 
of having in him a fulneſs of ſuitable 
ſuffciency for Sinners in our guilty 
and ruined Condition. And what do 
ve go to him for? It is for all that 
et ¶ we need. Being guilty and under 
u- Condemnation, we go to him for 
ee Righteouſneſs unto Juſtification of 
d bf e, and thence Faith is ſaid to be 

ar Win his Blood, Rom. 3. 25. Bein 
1s WF utterly without ſtrength, and dead 
in Sins, we go to him for ſtrength, 
T, J 45. 24. Being frail and mutable, 
is as Creatures, and having unſteadfaſt, 
treacherous hearts as Sinners, we go 

"5, to him for Everlaſting Righteouſne 
and for. Eſtabliſhment in himſelf by 
an unchangeable Ordinance, and 
conſtant never failing influences, that 
Is, in one word for Eternal Life. 
Thus as the Son of God is in himſelf 
Perſon of infinitely higher Excellen-' 
than the 11 Adam, and a better 
Head unto all his Seed than the ff 
| A 
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Adam was : So Faith acknowledgeth 
him to be an Head far better than 4. 
M beyond all compariſon, and gives 

im the rer it accordingly. 
2. Faith is a prime and principal part 
of our bein — to the . of 
the Son of God. Suppoſe that the 
Principle of Grace begotten and crea- 
ted in us in Regeneration do contain 

in it the Habit of Faith (which I will 
not now call in queſtion nor deter- 
mine) yet this is manifeſt, that in 
our acting Faith we cannot ſo well and 
congruouſly be ſaid to act like God, 
as to a like Chriſt, For God never 
ated Faith, but Chriſt did, Heb. 2. 
13. and was ſo open and frequent 
in the profeſſion of it, that his Ad. 
yerfaries took notice of it, Pſal. 22. 
7, 8. Matt. 27. 43. He owned and 
profeſſed that he lived by the Father, 
as we by Faith do live by him, Joh. 6. 
57. Tho' he be God by Nature and of 
 lymſelf; Jet as Mediator he lives by

There he 
pPronousceth a Sentence of Condem- 
nation npon all that are out of Chriſt, 
and there he pronounceth a Sentence 
of Juſtification unto all, and upon all 
that are in Chriſt by Faith.

We 
ſhould take heed in this matter of ha- 
ving our thoughts vaniſh into Airy 
Speculations and Imaginations of [ 
know not. what Voices and Proclama.

here on earth among Men, when Per. 
ſons arraigned are acquitted. The 
Scripture tells us not of any ſuch 
thing, tho” it tells us indeed there i 
NJ in Heaven over a Sinner that repentn 
and tho' it be made known to 9 
when the Eſtate of an Elect here be- 
low is changed, yet this is not God's 
dt of him, but his revealin 

to them his being juſtified. Gods ju 
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tifying us is in and by his Word;

eternally decided. For there is an 
Unchangeable, Everlaſting Conſtitu- 
tion, that the Righteouſneſs of Chriſt 
is and ſhall be upon every one that 
believeth in him.

But in this ſubject, 
Humiliation Ong ht to be taken preciſely, 
for that which is proper and peculiar 
to the ſecond perſon in the Trinity, 
which the Apoſtle calls his being 
the form of 4 Servant, or rather his 
being made under the Law.

difference; for Chriſt is now in his 
ſtate of Exaltation Gods Servant, 


but he is not now under the Law, as 


he was in the days of his Fleſh and 
Frailty. And taking theſe words 
thus, it is far from being a ſingular 
conceit of mine, that the Incarnation 
of Chriſt is not a part of his Humi- 
liation, Mr. Bradſhaw not only faith 
expreſly, Chriſt's aſſuming the Hu- 
mane Nature, cannot properly be 
ſaid to be a part of his Humiliation, 
but gives his reaſon for it, of Juſtif 
ch 17. 'Seft. 7. and makes the Title 
of that Chapter to be this, Chriſt that 
he might take on him the guilt of ſin, 
was made man: Whence it is evident 
that in his Judgment (which is alſo 
the current Judgment of all Chrift. 
1ans) Chriſt's becoming Man was not 


the effect of the guilt of ſin being on 


him, but the way of his becoming 
capable to have our guilt imputed to 
him. I ſappoſe none will imagine that 
Chriſt had been in a ſtate of Humili- 
ation if our guilt had not been upon him. 
Dr. Ames is as expreſs as can be to 
the ſame purpoſe Medul. Theol. I. I. 
chap · 20. ſeit. 3, 4. Mr. Norton againſt

hath theſe words, Incarnation is not 4 
Mediatorly or Office- At, but an Act 
conſtituting the perſon called to that Offce. 
Mr. Samuel Stone (a Divine of very 
exquiſite judgment and acuteneſs, 
and one ſo far from being an Antino- 
man, that he wrote againſt ſome of 
their Tenets, as 1 gather from Mr. 
Baxters Script. Goſp. def. I. 1. p. 73.) 
hath theſe words, - Prin. of Orac. of 
God, part 1. ch. 47. J. 2. What is 
Chriſt's Humiliation ? Anſwer, The 
abaſement of Chriſt, whereby he became 
ſubjeft to divine Juſtice to ſatisfy for our 
offences, and to merit Life and Happineſs... 
This Abaſement pre- ſuppoſeth his Incar- 
vation and Unction. His Incarnation is 
therefore no part of his bumiliation. And 
in his following explication he ſaith, 
The ſtate of abaſement falls upon the 
Sou of God incarnate, his Incarnation. 
is one part of his fitneſs to redeem, 
and hence the Son of God is incarnate be- 
fore bis humiliation in order of Nature, 
being the ſubjeft of humiliation. Hence 
the humiliation is aſcribed to the whole 
Perſon. | Laſtly, ſince the preaching 
of theſe Sermons, an underſtanding

Perſon tells me that that eminent 
Servant of Chriſt now in Glory, Mr. 
John Collins delivered the very ſame 
thing, and being taxed for it by one 
who would not receive ſatisfaction 
from him, the matter was brought 
to Dr. Omen, who readily declared 
himſelf to concur in his judgment 
with Mr. Collins. It is true, Divines 
commonly ſay Chriſt was humbled in 
his Gnception. So beſides others, Mr. 
Alexander Richardſon, Ames, Stone, 
who yet hold that his Incarnation was 
no part of his Humiliation, and that 
in good conliſteacy with themſelves, 
and with the Truth. For Chriſt's 
Incarnation is one thing, his Conception 
is another: By the one he became Man, 
by the other the Sn of Man; the for. 


mer implies only his participation of 


the Nature, the other together with 
the nature, the manner, and way of 
his partaking, thereof; tho? ſtill in 
Chriſt they did concur and co-exiſt. 
Beſides there is a difference between 
ſaying Chriſt humbled himſelf in his 
Conception, and ſaying his being con- 
ceived was part of his Humiliation.

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there were many circumſtances of 
great abaſement attended not only 
his Birth, but his very Conception. 
Bat as to the latter I would not fo 
crudely aſſert it without ſome expli- 
cation. For that the Virgin Mary 
conceived him, is agreed on by all 
Chriſtians; nor do I ſee reaſon to 
diſent from that of Ames, That the 
Humane Nature was really related to 
Mary as to its cauſe. But yet I do 
not remember that I have met with 
it in any judicious Writer, that Mary 
was a cauſe either of Chriſt's Incar- 
nation, or of his Humiliation. And 
for my own part I would chuſe to re- 
fer Chriſt's Conception (taken' pre- 
ciſely as abſtracted from all the afflic- 
tive or eclipſing circumſtances of it) 
to the things that made him allyed in 
blood to us, and ſo a fit Perſon to 
ſtand and act as our Surety, rather 
than to his actual preforming the 
work of Suretiſhip as antecedently 
ſtanding in that relation unto us. 
For as I do not think the precept of 
the Moral Law obligeth us to be 
conceived, nor that the curſe of it 
Goth infli& it on us as a r

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ſo neither do I ſee that Chriſt's Con- 
ception was any part of his fulfilling 


that Law for us, either in the pre- 


cept, or in the penalty of it. Nor 
do I think it any dangerous Hereſie 
to hold that it is not imputed to us, 
any more than that his Reſurrection, 

ſcenſion, and Interceſſion are not. 
And yet whatever there was in 
Chriſt's Conception of his fulfilling 


the Law either in the precept, or in 


the curſe of it, I do look upon as a 


part of his Righteouſneſs which is 
imputed to us. But tho' there were 
circumſtances of great abaſement in 


Chriſt's Conception; yet I can by no 
means aſſent to that which was aſſert- 
ed by one who oppoſed Chriſt's I 


carnation being no part of his Humilia- 


tion, namely, That the Son of God 
was united to an Embrio. An Embrio 
is an unformed unorganized maſs or 
lump, not a perfect Human Nature.
